FRENCH EDITOR SARCASTIC 


Declares McKinley Has Played Sec- 
ond Fiddle to Roosevelt—British 
and German Editors Glad 
Expansion Policy Has 
Been Indorsed.

London, November S.—-Most of the 
morning papers in their comments upon 
the American election, take the line fol- 
lowed by The Daily News, which says: 

“The swing of the pendulum has ceased 
in the United States, as it has here, The 
republicans are as unshakable there as 
the conservatives are in the United King- 
dom. The elections mark the énd of 
Rryantem and an approval of the policy 
pf expansion. There is no reason to 
doubt Mr. Bryan's honesty. No man with 
u bad private character could face the un- 
exampled publicity of a presidential elec- 
tion. He is straightforward and sin- 
cere, but he is the victim of a hopeless 
infatuation and practical men felt no 
confidence in him. The adhesion of Tam- 
many hall is not Mr. Bryan's fault, but 
his misfortune.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph observes: 

“America refused to strike the stars and 
stripes in the Pacific. She accepts and 
indorses the expansionist policy, which 
has nothing in common with artificlal ag- 
gression, but which is, on the contrary, 
the sign and index of her vitality and of 
her coming age as a great power. 

“With the exit of Mr. Bryan and free 
silver, American competition will be more 
efficiently equipped for progress in ex- 
ternal markets than ever before.“ 

The Dail Mail remarks: 

“We shall be forgiven for not shedding 
tears over Mr. Bryan. Mr. McKinley has 
governed wit discretion through a 
stormy period and brought prosperity. He 
hus managed the inevitable talil-twisting 
during the campaign in so gentiemanly a 
manner that we have not been harmed by 
it. In other respects, he is not unfriend- 
ly toward England, and the force of 
events will ultimately bring the two pow- 
ere together, We must be patient on 
both sides.“ 

The Times, reverting to the question 
this morning, comments upon ‘the aston- 
ishing and unexpected completeness of 
Me Kinley's victory,” and says: 

“All well-wishera may repeat Lord

dor at Guild hall banquet after the 
election of 1886, and congratulate the 
Americans upon ‘their splendid pronounce:

Mr. McKinley's succeas in the 
south and west shows that numbers of 
democrats have sacrificed their party al- 
legiance. It would be gratifying if some

The Daily Chronicle, whose editorial 1s 
in a vein similar to that of The Times, 
says: .

LEADING ROLE TO ROOSEVELT. 


French Editor Thinks McKinley Is in 
the Back Ground. 

Paris, November 7.—This year’s full 
American election details were published 
here. The Temps says: 

„Bryan is beaten, but this does not 
mean that McKiniey has triumphed. He 
had to make himself small and modest 
and leave the leadingzrole to Roosevelt. 
He has assumed an atütede of neutrality 
and inertia regarding the foreign policy, 
especially China and the Philippines. 
Finaliy it is considered possible that the 
new congress may not have a republican 
majority. This perhaps is the best solu- 
tion for the United States. They will be 
spared a revolution in the transfer of 
power from McKinley to Bryan, but at 
the same time the republican party has 
been warned that it cannot play with fire 
in carrying the new imperialism to an ex- 
treme and, restrained by the powerful 
democratic opposition, it will put itself on 
its good behavior and arrest the expenses 
of the ultra-capitalistic policy within and 
of the ultra-expansionists abroadg which 
nearly lost it the white house and which 
has cost the country so dear, morally and 
financially. In order to appreciate the 
effect of the election on the international 
policy more details are necessary.“

DEATH OF JOSEPH W. BURKE. 


Was Collector ‘of the Port of Mobile. 
Sketch of Deteased. 


Montgomery. Ala., November 7.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Genera] Joseph W. Burke, collec- 
tor of the port of Mobile, died at his resi- 
dence in that city today, and this re- 
moves a good citizen, who made Alabama 
his adopted state at the close of the war. 
He was always an ardent republican and 
has held office under every administration 
of the republican party since he came to 
the state. He came from the etate of 
Ohio with the army:to Huntsville and be- 
came the first provost marshal of that 
city and organized the Freedman’s bu- 
reau and was prominent in reconstruction 
matters. He afterwards became register 
in bankruptcy under Judge Busteed, 
which office he held for several years 
and accumulated, it fs said, a handsome 
fortune. He afterwards removed to An- 
niston, where he Was engaged in some 
mining industries there and in Jefferson 
county. He removed to Mobile four years 
ago when he was made collector of the 
port of Mobile under McKinley’s admin- 
istration. After reconstruction days he 
never meddled in state politics and was 
Nberal in his views on state policy. When 
at Huntsville the carpet-bagger was in 
bad odor among the white people and the 
name was often applied to him, in a 
jocujar way, but he always managed to 
retain the respect and confidence tf the 
white people. He was always ready to 
enter into any enterprise which had the 


‘good of his adopted state in view. He 


was a social, Joy son of Erin and made 
friends wherever he lived. The state has 
lost a good citizen.

The Jackson farm property near Hape- 
ville is to be purchased as a site for the 
reformatory which will be established in 


| Fulton county 


The board of county commissioners yes- 
terday adopted the report of the alms- 
house committee, which recommended 
that this property be secured for reform- 
atory purposes, and that a sum not to ex- 
ceed $3,700 be paid for it. ! 

Captain Clifford L. Anderson offered a 
motion, which was unanimously carried, 
to the effect that the land which the 
county ncw owns on West Peachtree 
street be sold at once, and the proceeds 
of the sale be added to the money al- 


buildings for the reformatory. 

Architects will be asked to submit pldns 
for buildings, all to come within the 
amount of $10,000. 

Commissioner H. E. W. Palmer“ as 
chairman of the almshouse committee, 
in making his report stated that it was 
not his intention to make a minority re- 
port, but he was of the opinion that the 
purchase of the land should be postponed 
until all the money was raised for reform- 
atory purposes. 

He said that it might be a good idea 
to submit the matter to the people to se- 
cure authority to borrow from $15,000 to 
$20,000 at a small rate of interest and on 
long time, to be used in establishing a 
reformatory which should be a model in 
its way. Judge Palmer was for having 
an institution of which the county should 
be proud—complete in every detail. He 
stated that the money in sight would not, 
in his estimation, be sufficient to estab- 
lish such a reformatory as the people had 
in mind when they voted for it. 


Jail Site Sale Confirmed. 


During the meeting the sale of the old 
jail site on Fraser street was confirmed 


by the commissioners. The sale took 
place several weeks ago, and about $3,000 
was realized. This money will be used 
in establishing the retormatory. 

It was agreed that the managers and 
clerks in the city wards during the na- 
tional election should each receive & for 
their services, while those in the county 
should get $2 each. The matter was 
brought to the attention of the board by 
Chairman B. B. Rosser. 

Dr. H. L. Wilson appeared before. the 
board to complain that negro boys were 
in the habit of herding large g umbers of 
cattle in the neighborhood of Fifth and 
Emmett streets, and he stated the cows 
were allowed to destroy gardens and 
fences in that section of the county: He 
wished to know if the board could offer 
any remedy. 

Commissioner Adair referred him to 
Chief A. Q. Turner, of the county police 
force. Chief Turner stated he could not 
take up the cows as the board had not 
provided him with a lot in which to im- 
pound cattle. He suggested that Dr. Wil- 
son and his neighbors catch the cows, 
impound them and secure damages for 
trespass from their sale. 

“Get a rope, doctor,” said Mr. Adair, 
“and turn cowboy.“ 

The matter of paving Lucile avenue to 
the gates of West View cemetery was 


‘again brought up, and Captain Anderson, 


chairman of the committee on public 
works stated it would be all of twelve 
months before the county hands would 
be able to do anything on that street.

tracted for. Bids will be asked on the 
work to the cemetery, and also to Hol- 
derness street, a difference of some

A notadle figure of ante-bellum days 
was Hon. William Schley, whose birth 
occurred at Frederick, Md., on the 10th 
of December, 178% At an early age he 
came to. Georgia, thus a citisen of 
the commonwealth during the major part 
of hip useful career. After enjoying such 
educational training as was obfainabie at 
the ecademies in Louisville WJefferson 
county) and in Augusta ,ttichmond coun- 
ty.) he turned his attention to the study 
of law, hig assiduity being rewarded by 
admission to the bar in 1812. Mr. Schicy’s 
indyction inte the legal fraternity took 
place at Augusta, and with that town his 
early labors as a practitioner were as- 
sociated. From 1813 to 182-4 period of 
thirteen years—he was sealous and suc- 
cessful in the prosecution of his chosen 
profession. In November of the 
named year he was complimented with 
judicial preferment, being elevated to the 
bench of the middle Georgia circuit. As 
presiding judge of that time-honored cir- 
cult hig ministrationg were most valu- 
able; the duties of his high office being 
discharged with consummate ability until 
his retirement in the fall of 1828. In this 
connection u may be well to mention the 
“Digest of the English Statutes in Force 
in Georgia.“ which that industrious jurist 
took occasion, contemporaneéously, to pre- 
pare. Published in 1826, the work, now 
becoming scarce, though subserving but 
an occasional purpose, will continue to 
remind posterity of its talénted compiler. 

On laying aside the ermine, Judge 
Schley had recourse once more to his 
professional pursuits, his attention being 
soon diverted by political engagements.

myself, while I have had no opportunity 


to confer with democrats, I would un- 
hesitatingly answer that it has not set- 
tled it, and I want to give you some few 
reasons why I think o. In the first 
place, the democratic party in declaring 
that it was the paramount issue, places 
that question where, so long as there is 
opportunity or room for contest, such 
contest cannot be consistently abandoned.

If it be true that this question concerns 
the fundamental. principles of our gov- 
ernment, if it be true that this question 
concerns the preservation of our free in- 
stitutions, then those who believe that 
way cannot possibly surrender the con- 
test. 

There is another reason which, while 
perhaps is strictly not so fundamental, 
is none the less worthy of note; and that 
is that in the contest just closed the 
question of imperialism was not passed 
upon by the American people. The ques- 
tion of imperialism grew out of the acts 
of the republican party, because that 
party was encouraging the policy of im- 
perialism as a part of the system of this 
government; and yet it is a fact as re- 
markable as it is true, that the republi- 
can party refused to join issues with the 
democratic party upon that question in 
this contest. It most earnestly and ac- 
tively evaded the issue by declaring that 
there was no such thing as !mpertalism 
in this contest. It said that the question 
was a bogie man, and not pertinent; and, 
so far as that statement could put an end 
to the question before the people, it re- 
moved it as an issue.

Legitimate expansion is 
that which acquires territory which is to 
be assimilated, which is to be absorbed 
and become a part of our federal sys- 
tem. Imperialiem la a proceeding by 
which territory is acquired, not for the 
purpose of assimilation; territory which 
in dome instances cannot possibly be 
a@imilated, and which it is proposed to 
govern, not under the protection of our 
laws, but as subject countries. There 
can be higher evidence of the justice 
of this definition than the fact that the 
great founder of the democratic party, 
the man who wrote the declaration of 
independenoe, which declared against im- 
perialism, was the man who, under the 
Lo purchase, acquired the most 
valuable territory annexed to the coun- 
try since the foundation of the govern- 
ment. 

Canada Without Imperialism. 

“Canada could be annexed without im- 
perialiem, because Canada could be as- 
similated and become a part of our fed- 
eral system; but the islands of the sea 
could not be annexed a8 subject colonies 
without this government being commit- 
ted to the principle of imperialistic domi-

SAYS THE COUNTY ATTORNEY 


Filed His Report with the Board of 
Commissioners Yesterday. * 


MATTER un DEEN REFERRED TO un 


Agreement with the City Meant That 
Expense of Condemnation Was 
To Be Shared by County. - 


Fulton county will pay half of the 
amount of damages incurred by the city 
in widening Whitehall street. 

But the county will not pay any of the 
expenses o. building the iron bridge over 
the track of the Southern railway be- 
low Humphries street. 


This was determined yesterday when 


County Attorney Luther Z. Rosser filed 
with the board of county commissioners 
his opinion in regard to the matter of 
Hability on the county's part, which was 
referred to him for an official statement. 

Some two years ago the county and 
city entered into an agreement to jointly 
improve Whitehall street, from the in- 
tersection of Forsyth street, with that 
thoroughfare to the Central railroad 
tracks in West End. The county was to 
contribute half in the way of work and 
cash. The street was to be widened five 
feet on either side and repaved. 

A majority of the property owners along 
Whitehall street readily donated the ne- 
cessary number of feet. but in several 
cases condemnation progeedings were re- 
sorted to in order to secure all the land 
needed for the uniform widening. These 


proceedings cost several hundred dollars, 
and not long ago the city filed with the 
county board a statement showing the 
expenses of the improvements. 

Ineluded in this statement were the 
items of condemnation, and in order to 
determine whether or not the county had 
contemplated paying any part of that ex- 
the 
county attorney for an opinion. When 
the movement for the improvement of the 
street was begun, the railroad agreed to 
build a bridge over its tracks, the city 
paying a small part of the expense. 

This bridge, as originally contracted 
for, was only the width of the old street, 
and when it became known that the 
street was to be widened ten feet, the 
structure, in consequence, had to be 
widened. 

Tais extra width was charged up to 
the city, and in the statement filed with 
the board, the county was asked to as- 
sist in paying part of the city's expense. 
The county attorney, in his written opin- 
fon, decides that the county is liable for 
hai: the expanses of widening the street, 
but not for widening the bridge. His 
opinion was submitted to the board at 
the regular monthly meeting of that body 
held yesterday. 

County Attorney Rossrer’s Opinion. 

In full, County Attorney Rosser’s opin- 
ion is as follows:

We hereby rearpectfully ask the board of 
commissioners of roads and feveniues to state 
what part of the expense they are willing to 
share in improving and widening Whitehall 
street in the event the city council agrees to 
do said work.“ f 

Clearly thet resolution in it« terms looks to 
the extent, not only of werking the street, 
but of widening it as well. If no expense was 
te be incurred in widening, but the widening 
was to be done without expense, then the whole 
expense would have been for the Improvement 
of the street. Looking, therefore, at the terms 
of thia resolution, it seems reasonably clear 
that the council had in mind all the expense 
incident not only to the werk but to the wid- 
ening of anid street. 

The reeolution of ycur body i an answer to 
the city’s resolution and must have intended 
tu have as wide operation as the question which 
it was secking to answer. Your answer to the 
city’s Inquiry was as follows:

As already outlined in The Constitution 
the money for the depot is to come from 
the money in the treesury collected to 
pay the interest on the public debt fa!ling 
due in 191. In turn the interest on the 
public debt shall be paid with so much of 
the public property fund as will be need- 
ed for that purpose. The public property 
fund amounts to $482.000. As to the con- 
stitutionality of such use of the fund 
there can no longer be any doubt. as At- 
torney General J. M. Terrell has given 
an opinion to the effect that the fund can 
properly be directed to paying the in- 
terest on the public debt as well as the 


principal. 

To the $482.70 that the Wight bili calls 
for must be added the sum realized by 
the depot commission from the sale of the 
214 depot. This will, it is estimated. run 
the total amount at the disposal of the 
commission to almost half a million dol-

Appropriation To Depend on the 
Raising of Equal Sum by the 
Friends of the School. 


Representative Wight, of Dougherty, 
will endeavor to obtain for the Georgia 
School of Technology an appropriation of 
$10,000 for an electrical building to be 
erected on the campus of the school, to- 
gether with an appropriation of $6,000 to 
be used in purchasing and providing 
equipment for the textile department. A 
bill calling for these appropriations was 
introduced in the house yesterday morn- 
ing by the member from Dougherty and 
referred to the appropriations committee. 

The friends of the Technological school 
in tho legislature are numerous, and they 
propose to exert thoir influence in secur- 
ing the passage or the measure which 
gives an electrical department to the lu- 
stitution. The bill calling for the appro- 
priation is as follows: 


Bection |. Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of thie state, and it is hereby enacted 
by authority of thecsame, That the following 
sums of money be appropriated to the trustees 
of the university of Georgta for the use of the 
state Technological school, to-wit: ö 

For the purpose of erecting un electrical 
building, $10,000. 

For purchasing and providing equipmenut for 
the textile department, $6,000. 

Bec. 2. Be it further enacted by the author- 
ity aforesaid, That the said electrical building 
shall be erected on the campus of the state 
Technological school, and the money , therefor 
shall be paid over to the treasurer of the state 
university, and by him transmitted to the 
treasurer of the local board of trustees of the 
state Technological school, and the same shall 
be expended, as needed, in the erection and 
completion of the building aforesaid; and an 
itemized atatement of the expenditures afore- 
said shall be furnished to the governor by the 
said treasurer of the state Technological schoo! 
on-the completion of the said buliding. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesald, That the appropriation of $6,000 
for the equipment of the textile department 
shall not be available until the trustees of 
the school shall have raised the sum of $6,000 
additional, in money or equipment, by private 
subscription, for said purpose.

Mr. Wight Talks of Bill. 


Mr. Wight stated, when asked about the 
bill introduced this morning for an appro- 
priation to the Technological school that 
the items for which appropriations were 
asked in the bill were as follows: 

An appropriation of $10,000 for an elec- 
trical building: with the further sum of 
$6,000 for the equipment of the textile de- 
partment. He stated that there were 
some four hundred students now at the 
school, and it was quite desirable, and, in- 
deed, necessary, for the proper carrying 
on of the same, that the present arrange- 
ments for electrical training be improved 
upon. This being one of the most impor- 
tant of the mechanical branches now be- 
ing taught, and graduates in that depart- 
ment having forged rapidly to the front, 
thone inteftested in the school and in the 
young men of Georgia, who win attend 
the school, or who should attend it, de- 
sire facilities for electrical training which 
cannot be had other than in a separate 
building. Hence the request for this ap- 
propriation. 

The bill provides that the $6,000 appro- 
priation for equipment of the textile de- 
partment shall only be payable when the 
trustees have secured an additional sum 
of $6,000, either in mancy or in suitable 
equipment, from outside sources, 

Mr. Wight stated that he felt a deep 
interest in all of the educational inatitu- 
tions of Georgia, recognizing the Uni- 
versity of Georgia as the apex, and that 
with the intellectual training which the 
university furnished, and the splendid 
normal college at Milledgeville, together 
with the several branch colleges, and the 
common achoolsa of Georgia, he belteved 
that the liat was completed and rounded 
out by the Technological achool. He atat- 
ed that, in hia opinion, thie was one of 
the very best schools in Georgia, either 
a state institution or one conducted oth- 
erwise than the state. The high position 
taken by the graduates of this college in 
the practical affairs of the business 
‘world, several of their graduates, to his 
knowledge, drawing salaries or earning 
an income of over $16,000 per year, and 
nearly all of them, if not the whole, be- 
ing engaged in business pursuits of the 
kind for which they were taught, that af- 
ford good supports, furnish abundant 
proof of the excellence of the work done. 

No work can be more important than 
that of tbe intellectual, moral and phy- 
sical training of young men, and , 
Wight stated that he expected to lend 
himself largely during this session of the 
legislature to the advancement of the in- 
terests of education in the state.

To the man with an inquiring turn of 
mind and a cast iron stomach, the Welsh 
rarebit: offers limitless opportunities for 
investigation and holds out a brilliant 
hope of reward. He who would study the 
Welsh rarebit in all its varying phases 
must not content himself with a superfi- 
cial observation of its effects on others. 
He must make a personal investigation. 
This investigation, if pursued at the 
proper hour of 2 o'clock in the morning 
will result in a series of weird experi- 
ences that will forever color the imagina- 
tion of the most prosaic and matter of 
fact individual. One experience will prove 
startling. A week's diet of Welsh rare- 
bits would give the average newspaper 
reporter ideas for stories that would 
cause to pale into insignificance the fan- 
tastic creations of Jules Verne or make 
the impossible tales of H. G. Wells seem 
tame and colorless bits of realism. As a 
stimulus to the imagination, a full grown 
Welsh rarebit is a glittering, glowing suc- 
cess, With Welsh rarebits in reach of all, 
it were a foolish thing for a man in 
rearch of ideas to urge his tired brain 
on with narcotics. If he must have ideas 
and is willing to wreck his health and 
happinegs to get them, why not pursue 
the sensible plan that furnishes suste- 
nance for the body as well as food for the 
brain. Either course spells ruin, but of 
the two evilse—drugs or Welsh rarebits— 
the latter has at least the merit of econ- 
omy.
